The medical and social cervices avaiLjble in the coiTiunlty are utllir-cd 
by the school, throuy;h the years the school haa cxcendod Itii lacllitii s to „ 
various coiomunity groups.

Tlic Dir.trlct V\ lJtHn[,n.il Elementary School Pi-onraw ic dcsicned to rcnch 
approxijtutcly 300 rir;it CvmJo children tron 5 Elnuentnry Schools, wiiosc home 
lancua:;c Ifl Spnnlr.h, nnJ who would not he expected to enter nchool with the 
necessary lLnr>ulKtlc skills or the readiness skllln which would normally 
enable them to succeed. in the primary grades. 

Given stich a larj;o ninther of children who enter first grade without a mean'i 
of cotiinunicaiion with the ti^acher or the school, there is a need Cor a Spanish/ 
Englifih Bilini'.ual Troi^rau. In addition, there is a particular need for entering 
students to react in a po:;itlvc maimer towards school. 

In accordance with acco;apllshinn the lonr. ranf.e f^oals, children who have 
participated In the project should function comparably with English dominant 
children as well as retain and increase proficiency in their mother tongue* 

Each of tlic target schools will screen and place these students who arc 
scverily language handicapped as per Language Survey of October 1971. These 
studc*^t8 will be placed in a bilingual classroom setting with a bilingual 
teacher, a bilingual para^professional and a family worker. It will be the 
responsibility of this team to provide individualized instruction to each 
class that is selected for the project (a minimum of one per school but no 
iDore than three to a grade). The materials to be utilized include a commercial 
Spanish Langua<;e Program — Redondol, the Distar Language and Reading Program 
in English, the Laidlaw Spanish Reading Program, and the Addison Wesley Mathema- 
tics Program,

they will perform at or above gradr level at the end of the Primary 
Grades, Furthermore, children who Iwiv*; participated in the project 
shall be competent bilIn;;iuilK whoiie proficiency in Spanish is at least 
equal if not superior to their competence In English,
